Although rumors are plen­ 
tiful and suspicion is rife, nothing 
resembling evidence was secured. . 
Willard was elated in securing his 
freedom and immediately 
left 
for 
his home in Milrov. Willard’s release 
did not come as a surprise as this 
action was intimated yesterday. The 
accused man was confident from the 
time of his arrest that the charge 
would amount to nothing and when 
bis original story was not shaken 
there was nothing left but dismiss 
the ease. 
The fact that the blood­ 
hounds followed a trail to his home 
was not considered evidence and the 
best the state could do was to hold 
him on circumstantial evidence. 
The release of Willard, however, 
does not end the Milroy affair. 
In 
fact, it is just the beginning of actual 
work. 
Conditions in Milroy, it is 
stated, have been growing from bad 
to worse and the grand jury has been 
called for Tuesday of next week. If 
the grand jury does not find anything 
about the robbery it is hoped to un­ 
earth some other things that may be 
startling.

was deliv ered by M. F. Miller of the 
Univ ersity of Missouri, a celebrated 
authority on soils p roblems. 


“Increased p rofits from corn p ro­ 
duction arc dep endent up on one or 
both of two thing>,“ said Prof. Mil­ 
ler. 
“ These things are lowering the 
cost of p roduction or increasing the 
acre return, 
in ex tensiv e farming 
something can usually be done tow­ 
ard decreasing the cost of p roduc­ 
tion, but the op p ortunities along this 
line are limited. 
The farm er has lit­ 
tle control ov er the m ark et v alue of 
the p roduct. 
The greatest op p or­ 
tunity for the indiv idual is through 
an increase of acre y ie'd, although 
this must be done without too large 
an increase of the acre cost.” 


“Economically 
increasing 
acre 
y ields on land of increasing v alue, 
p articularly where the soil is m ain­ 
tained in fertility , is a m an’s work. 
It can be done through p rop er land 
drainage, a careful p lanning of the 
rotation and sy stem o f farming, 
a 


p ro p er rare and use of barny ard m a­ 
nure where liv estock fanning is p rac­ 
ticed, and through the rational use of 
lime and fertilizer.".

than one third of the corn belt land 
east of the Missouri riv er is p rop er­ 
ly drained. 
Most 
farm ers 
"till 
waste at least half of Uieir ba rn ­ 
y ard manure, while only a few hav e 
learned how to p rop erly use fertili- 


chemical In the rocks. 
It has been claimed th at the nug­ 
gets found in p lacers are formed from 
the w aters that p ercolate through the 
grav els and not from decomp osed 
quartz, as generally sup p osed. 
Those 
who so contend cite the fact th at In 
the center of miggets a small grain 
of Iron sand can often lie found. This 
was the nucleus around which the cur­ 
rent of electricity created or dep osited 
gold from the substance in the waters. 
Just as it is dep osited in electro p lat- 
ing —Pop ular Science Monthly .

ONE POET OUT OF PLACE. 


Wh«n Wordsworth, In Borrowed Fin­ 
ery, Attended a Royal Function. 
It is not easy to imagine Words­ 
worth, the gentle poet, in the midst of 
the glittering artificialities of court life. 
Yet he once actually presented that 
picture. How slender was the tie that 
bound Wordsworth to the court during 
his seven years' tenure of the laureate- 
ship may be judged, says W. Forbes 
Gray In “The Poets Laureate,” by the 
fact that he wrote no official poems 
and that on only one occasion did he 
leave his retreat in the heart of his be­ 
loved lake land to attend a court func­ 
tion. In May, 1845, be obeyed an im­ 
perative summons of tbe lord chamber- 
lain to attend a state ball at Bucking­ 
ham palace. 
There must have been, as Professor 
Knight remarks, “something not a lit­ 
tle Incongruous in the severely simple, 
almost austere, poet of seventy-five 
years attending a ceremonial of tills 
kind.” Wordsworth went not only to 
the ball, but to the queen’s levee, in a 
court dress belonging to Samuel Rog­ 
ers and wearing a sword once owned 
by Sir Humphry Davy. 
“What,” exclaims Haydon, “would 
Hazlitt say now? 
The poet of the 
lake9 in bagwig, sword and ruffles I” 
Haydon also remarks that the fitting 
of the court dress was no easy matter. 
“It was a squeeze, but by pulling and 
hauling they got him in. 
Fancy the 
high priest of mountain and of flood 
on his knees in a court, the quiz of 
the courtiehi, in a dress that did not 
belong to him, with a sword that was 
not his own and a coat that he ba<f 
borrowed.” Haydon could not bear to 
“associate a bagwig and sword, ruf­ 
fles and buckles with Helvellyu and 
the mountain solitudes.” 
On returning home the laureate 
wrote an interesting account of bis 
novel experience to his American 
friend, Professor Reed: “The recep­ 
tion given me by the queen, at her bail, 
was most gracious. Mrs. Everett, tbe 
wife of yonr minister, among many 
others, was a witness to it, without 
knowing who I was. It moved her to 
the shedding of tears. This effect was 
in part produced, I suppose, by Amer­ 
ican habits of feeling, as pertaining to 
a republican government. 
To see a 
gray haired man of seventy-five years, 
kneeling down, in a large assembly, to 
kiss the hand of a young woman, is a 
sight for which institutions essentially 
democratic do not prepare a spectator 
of either sex and must naturally place 
the opinTons upon which a republic is 
founded and the sentiments which sup­ 
port it in strong contrast with a gov­ 
ernment based and upheld as ours la.”

Use All tha Keys Every Time the In ­ 
strument le Played. 
The trained musician has little trou­ 
ble in keeping his piano in excellent 
tune. 
But the amateur pianist who 
just plays little snatches of this and 
that soon finds that some of the keys 
are in much better tune than others. 
The fault is not always that of the 
piano tuner, nor is it always due to the 
fact that the piano has been exposed to 
dampness or left in a strong draft of 
air. Usually it is because the amateur 
player doesn't use every key when he 
plays. The musician who plays merely 
for his own benefit and who is far 
from being a skilled pianist discovers 
that he plays better in some one key, 
and consequently he selects all his 
music from that key. The true musi­ 
cian plays all keys and has no prefer­ 
ence for any particular one. 
If for any length of time we play a l­ 
most entirely in one key the notes 
which are not used are bound to pro­ 
duce a different sound from those 
which are used constantly. 
The skilled musician runs his fingers 
lightly over the whole keyboard before 
starting any piece, thus bringing all 
the notes into action. But the clumsy 
amateur usually starts without the 
slightest pretense of a prelude or call­ 
ing forth the different tones of the 
piano. 
No piano can be expected to 
keep long in perfect tune unless every 
key is used about as much as every 
other key. The well modulated instru­ 
ment is the one whose notes all see 
equal amounts of sendee. 
The piano, like the voice, must be 
evenly used to be perfect 
Any one 
who talks in a high pitched voice and 
only calls forth the high tones of his 
throat cannot expect to talk in a low, 
well modulated voice when he never 
uses the low, soft strains. 
A cheap 
piano well taken care of will sound 
better if played by a musician who 
uses all the keys than a higher priced 
one which is only allowed to produce 
the tones of the single key which the 
amateur player can read best.—New 
York American.

These colors are not glaring or con­ 
spicuous, but subdued and beautifully 
harmonious, and the artists in the fin­ 
est specimens have taken advantage 
of the distribution of the various tones 
and tints to heighten the effect of 
their designs while bringing out the 
contrasts of color. 
Often the most exquisite effects are 
produced by the varying shades of 
color running through the carved fig­ 
ures. 
Among the colors characteristic 
of jade ana jadeite are emerald green, 
“mutton fat,” tea green, violet, “cam­ 
phor” and yellow.

shades are sometimes found distribut­ 
ed through a single specimen.

ONE POET OUT OF PUCE. 


When Wordsworth, In Borrowed Fin- 


ery, 
Attended • Royal Function. 


It Is not easy to imagine Words- 


worth, the gentle poet. In the midst of 
the glittering artificialities of court life. 
Tet he once actually presented that 
picture. How slender was the tie tuat 
bound Wordsworth to the court during 
his seven years' tenure of the laureate- 
ship may be judged, says W. Forbes 
Gray In "The Poets Laureate," by the 
fact that he wrote no official poems 
and that on only one occasion did he 
leave his retreat In the heart of bis be- 
loved lake land to attend a court func- 
tion. In May, 1845, he obeyed an im- 
perative summons of the lord chamber- 
lain to attend a state ball at Bucking- 
ham palace. 


There must have been, as Professor 


Knight remarks, "something not a lit- 
tle incongruous In the severely simple, 
almost austere, poet of seventy-Hve 
years attending a ceremonial of this 
kind." Wordsworth went not only to 
the ball, but to the queen's levee, in a 
court dress belonging to Samuel Rog- 
ers and wearing a sword once owned 
by Sir Humphry Davy. 


"What" exclaims Haydon, "would 


Hazlitt say now? The poet of the 
lakes In bagwig, sword and ruffle^!" 
Haydon also remarks that the titling. 
of the court dress was no easy mattec. 
"It was a squeeze, but by pulling and 
hauling they got him In. Fancy the 
high priest of mountain and of flood 
on his knees In a court, the quiz ot 
the courtlera, in a drees that did no$ 
belong to him, with a sword that wag 
not his own and a coat that be had~ 
borrowed." Haydon could not bear to 
"associate a bagwig and sword, ruf- 
fles and buckles with Helvellyn and 
the mountain solitudes." 


On returning home the laureate 


wrote an interesting account of W? 
novel experience to his American 
friend. Professor Reed: "The recep- 
tion given me by the queen, at her ball, 
was most gracious. Mrs. Everett, the 
wife of your minister, among many 
others, was a witness to it, without 
knowing who I was. It moved her to 
the shedding of tears. This effect was 
In part produced, I suppose, by Amer- 
ican habits of feeling, as pertaining' to 
a republican government. 
To see a 


gray haired man of seventy-five years, 
kneeling down. In a large assembly, to 
kiss the hand of a young woman, is a 
sight for. which institutions essentially 
democratic do not prepare a spectator 
of either sex and must naturally place 
the opinions upon which a republic is 
founded and the sentiments which sup- 
port it in strong contrast with a gov- 
ernment based and upheld as ours is."

Mara Thought He Was Eligible to 


Comipand a Cruiser. 


AN OLD TIME NAVAL PRANK. 


The Shabby Trick That WM Played 


Upon • Patriotic Greek Boilermaker 
by Some of Uncle Sam's Sailor* With 
Whom He Had Shipped. 


"A number of years ago the cruiser 


on which I was serving shipped a boil- 
ermaker while we were on the Medi- 
terranean station," said a retired petty 
officer of the navy. "Our former boll- 
ermaker'a time expired while we were 
at Gibraltar, and as he was not in good 
physical shape be wasn't re-enlisted, 
but took his discharge and returned to 
the United States by mall steams*. 80 
the ship was shy a boilermaker, a very 
Important and necessary petty officer 
down below In the engineer's depart- 
ment, and when the ship palled into 
Naples harbor the chief engineer went 
ashore to see if he couldn't dig op a 
boilermaker. 


"There was a clause in the enlist- 


ment regulations permitting command- 
ing officers to ship necessary men on 
foreign stations In short handed emer- 
gencies. The chief engineer brought 
back to the ship a Greek named Char- 
lie Maro. The man couldn't speak any 
English to speak of, but he was a 
good man at the boilennaking busi- 
ness, and he was duly shipped aboard 
of us for three years. He was a wild, 
hairy looking lot, Maro was, and he 
got a good deal of a laugh at the 
hands of the crew, especially the 
younger fellows, from the time he flrst 
came over the side. 


"Maro thought that there wasn't any 


other country on. the map eicept 
Greece, and after he got hold of enough 
English to make himself understood he 
used to take some of the young appren- 
tice boys up into the eyes of the ship 
and tell them, with many gesticula- 
tions and furious words, of the differ- 
ent kinds of tar Greece could knock 
out of Turkey. 


"The ship was around on the Pacific 


station when the war broke out be- 
tween Greece and Turkey. When the 
news of the outbreak of the war got to 
Maro, our boilermaker, he nearly had 
heart disease and a whole lot of other 
sudden things from pure excitement 
He just couldn't hold himself In, he 
looked so tickled.

dt Taurka man,' was Charlie Maro's 
way of putting it and he didn't see 
that the Turk had a ghost of a show. 
All hands forward encouraged him in 
the belief. They all acquiesced in ex- 
pressing the belief to Maro that Greece 
would simply eat Turkey up. Then a 
bo'sun's mate who knew how to crack 
the most impossible jokes with a face 
as solemn and wooden as an Indian's 
took Charlie in hand and told him some 
things. He told Maro that the United 
States was so much in sympathy with 
Greece in the struggle with Turkey, 
that the navy department had decide* 
to turn over all of the ships of tire 
American navy to Greek commandos. 


" 'Here's a chance for you, ^iaro,' 


the bo'snn's mate told Maro. T?ou just 
want to work your edge. Hepfe you are 
already shipped on this cruiser, and It's 
dollars to doughnuts that'if you ask 
for the command of this/ ship in order 
Co take her over to Greece to mix It up 
with the Turks yotfti get it hands 
down. Better try it on.' 


'That idea impressed Maro a heap. 


He asked the bo'snn's mate whom he'd 
have to apply to to get command of the 
cruiser. 


' 'Why, to the commanding officer, of 


course,' was the reply. 


Maro was tremendously important 


for a day or so while he let this huge 
idea grow within him, and he bullied 
the men detailed to work with him 
down below in the boiler room a good 
deal. The bo'sun's mate kept working 
him up to it, and finally Maro appeared 
on deck one morning togged out in his 
very best mustering suit of bluejacket

Great Hymn's Pathetic History. 


Of all our hymns none baa a more 


pathetic history than "Abide With 
Me." 
The Bev. Henry P. Lyte, who 


wrote it, was practically under sen- 
tence of death at the time. For twen- 
ty-four years he had been vicar of 
Brixham, Devon, and it was on the 
day he preached his final sermon there 
that Lyte, then about to start for Nice, 
where he died, composed the hymn, 
"Intended," it has been said, "as a 
hymn of comfort for those who were 
about to depart from life and not pri- 
marily as an evening hymn." Of the 
eight verses only four or five are com- 
monly sung, the general sense of con- 
gregations having eliminated about 
half of the hymn as Lyte penned It- 
London Spectator. 


KEEPING A PIANO IN TUNE. 


Us* All th» Keys Every Time the In- 


strument Is Played. 


The trained musician has little trou- 


ble in keeping his piano in- excellent 
tone. But the amateur pianist who 
Just plays little snatches of this and 
that soon finds that some of the keys 
are in much better tune than others. 


The fault Is not always that of the 


piano tuner, nor is It always due to the 
fact that the piano has been exposed to 
dampness or left In a strong draft of 
air. 
Usually it is because the amateur 


player doesn't use every key when he 
plays. The musician who plays merely 
for his own benefit and who is far 
from being a skilled pianist discovers 
that he plays better in some one key, 
and consequently he selects all his 
music from that key. The true musi- 
cian plays all keys and has no prefer- 
ence for any particular one. 


If for any length of time we play al- 


most entirely in one key the notes 
which are not used are bound to pro- 
duce a different sound from those 
which are used constantly. 


The skilled musician runs his fingers 


lightly over the whole keyboard before 
starting any piece, thus bringing all 
the notes into action. But the clumsy 
amateur usually starts without the 
slightest pretense of a prelude or call- 
ing forth the different tones of the 
piano. No piano can be expected to 
keep long in perfect tune unless every 
bey is used about as much as every 
other key. The well modulated instru- 
ment Is the one whose notes all see 
equal amounts of service. 


The piano, like the voice, most be 


evenly used to be perfect 
Any one 


who talks in a high pitched voice and 
only calls forth the high tones of his 
throat cannot expect to talk in a low, 
well modulated voice when he never 
uses the low, soft strains. A cheap 
piano well taken care of will sound 
better if played by a musician who 
uses all the keys than a higher priced 
one which is only allowed to produce 
the tones of the single key which the 
amateur player can read best.—New 
York American. 


Is It the Danube? 


It is arguable whether the part of 


the Danube east of Belgrade should 
be called the Danube at all, for on 
the map it certainly looks as if at 
Belgrade the Danube flows into the 
Save, not the Save into the Danube. 
Accordingly we find that the ancient 
Romans called the river above this 
point the Danube, but below it the Is- 
ter, Istria being the region in which 
the headwaters of the Save are to be 
found. The name of the Danube itself 
has been variously derived from the 
German 
"donner" 
(thunder) 
and 


"tanne" (fir tree) and from Celtic 
sources.—London Chronicle.

CARVED JADE. 


Its Great Charm Lies In Its Exquisite 


Color Effects. 


There Is a great charm about the 


stone called jade, which, from pre- 
historic times, has been carved Into 
ornaments and implements. It is a 
close grained, hard, massive substance, 
showing a peculiar luster on the cut 
surfaces and possessing a distinctive 
color, usually some shade or blending 


"Of green or blue. It is sufficiently rare 
' to prevent objects made of it from be- 
coming commonplace, being found only 
in moderate quantities in certain parts 
of the world, 


China has always been famous for 


Its Jade, and it is found also in Siberia, 
Turkestan, New Zealand, Egypt and 
northwestern America. Another name 
for it is nephrite, from the Greek 
word for kidney, an old belief being 
that it had curative powers over kid- 
ney diseases. 


Much of the charm of Jade objects 


arises from the exceedingly rich and 
"variegated colors of the materials. 
These colors are not glaring or con- 
spicuous, but subdued and beautifully 
harmonious, and the artists in the fin- 
est specimens have taken advantage 
of the distribution of the various tones 
and tints to heighten the effect of 
their designs while bringing out the 
contrasts of color. 


I 
Often the most exquisite effects are 


' produced by the varying shades of 


color running through the carved fig- 
ures. Among the colors characteristic 
of Jade and jadeite are emerald green, 
"mutton fat," tea green, violet, "cam- 
phor" and yellow. 
Nearly all these 


shades are sometimes found distribut- 
ed through a single specimen. 
The 


rarest combinations are said to be of 
violent and emerald green.—Garrett P. 
Serviss In Spokane Spokesman-Review.
